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Outport:  Reflections  from  the 
Newfoundland  Coast

In  Newfoundland  summer  is  short,  fall 
is  stormy,  winter  is  long  and  dark,  and 
spring  is  plagued  by  ice.  Bordered  by  the 
Labrador  Current,  the  island  is  subject  to 
extreme  weather  conditions.  Violent 
winds  and  constant  fog  give  it  a bleak  and 
barren  appearance  most  of  the  time,  but 
when  the  weather  does  clear,  a place  of 
unusual  beauty  is  revealed.

Reflections  from  the  Newfoundland  Coast 
by  Candace  Cochrane 

When  Candace  Cochrane 
graduated  from  Pine  Manor  in  the 
spring  of  1967,  she  was  determined  to 
"go  out  and  save  the  world."  So, 
when  she  heard  about  a friend's  expe- 
riences in  Newfoundland,  she  was 
intrigued  enough  to  sign  up  for  a 
volunteer  program  through  the 
Quebec-Labrador  Foundation,  an  or- 
ganization founded  to  set  up  youth 
education  programs  in  rural  Maine 
and  Atlantic  Canada.  "I  had  no  idea 
where  Newfoundland  was,"  she  re- 
members, "and  I didn't  even  really 
know  what  I was  going  to  be  doing, 
except  that  I would  be  teaching  sports 
and  art  to  children.  I just  thought, 
'Sure,  I'll  do  this.'"  Candace  was  ac- 
cepted to  the  program,  packed  her 
bags  and  her  Instamatic,  and  boarded 
a plane  for  the  frozen  North. 

When  she  arrived,  however,  she 
was  hit  with  a heavy  dose  of  culture 
shock.  "It  was  a lumber  town,  popula- 
tion 1,000,  and  everything  was  differ- 
ent. The  people  were  born  again  fun- 
damentalists and  here  I was  coming 
from  an  Episcopalian-Darien,  Con- 
necticut background  — it  was 
strange."  But  Candace  plunged  into 
the  experience.  That  was  the  begin- 
ning — she  was  hooked. 


It  was  that  first  summer  that 
sparked  her  interest  in  photography. 
There  were  so  many  beautiful  images 
to  be  captured  and  she  found  her 
Instamatic  limiting.  She  bought  a 
35mm  camera  when  she  returned 
home  and,  coincidentally,  at  about 
the  same  time,  her  former  Pine  Manor 
English  Instructor,  Dustin  Houston, 
was  setting  up  a darkroom  at  the 
College  and  offered  to  teach  her  how 
to  print  photographs.  This  served  as 
further  encouragement  for  Candace 
to  go  back  to  Newfoundland  for  a 
second  summer.  Her  commitment 
was  growing  stronger. 

At  the  start  of  the  third  summer,  the 
head  of  the  Quebec-Labra  'or  Foun- 
dation, Bob  Bryan,  asked  Candace  to 
serve  in  a special  capacity,  as  photog- 
rapher for  the  Grenfell  Medical  Mis- 
sion (a  health  service  affiliated  with 
the  Quebec-Labrador  Foundation). 
"That  was  a stroke  of  luck.  I was  flown 
all  over  Labrador  to  take  pictures  of 
Eskimo  communities.  It  really  got  me 
interested  in  photography  and  it 
made  my  portfolio  look  pretty  fantas- 
tic for  a beginner  because  of  the  places 
I had  been." 

With  every  year,  Candace  worked 
to  further  her  knowledge  of  photog- 
raphy. She  received  a B.A.  degree 
from  Boston  University  in  1969,  and 
that  same  year,  she  entered  M.I.T.  as 
a special  graduate  student  to  study 
with  master  photographer  Minor 
White.  It  was  an  experience  she  calls 
"fabulous."  "I  don't  photograph  like 
him.  I don't  think  like  him.  We  have 
no  similarity  in  our  work  or  our  lives, 
and  yet  he  was  such  a good  teacher 
that  it  didn't  matter.  He  could  ap- 
preciate all  kinds  of  photography,  and 
he  pushed  me  to  fully  explore  the 


photographic  possibilities  of  New- 
foundland and  its  people." 

Candace  herself  went  on  to  teach 
photography,  first  at  Pine  Manor  from 
1969  - 71,  then  at  an  alternative  high 
school  setting  in  Williamstown,  MA, 
then  for  a year  at  the  Dana  Hall 
School. 

Photography  was  one  of  the  mag- 
nets that  drew  Candace  back  to  New- 
foundland year  after  year.  One  sum- 
mer when  she  returned,  she  dis- 
covered that  a road  had  been  built 
between  the  lumber  town  and  neigh- 
boring Conche,  a fishing  village  (or 
outport,  as  it  is  called).  "When  I saw 
it,  I said,  'This  town  needs  me,  and  I 
need  this  town.'  It  was  so  beautiful." 
She  talked  to  the  priest  in  Conche 
about  setting  up  a children's  program 
of  sports  and  arts  activities  similar  to 
the  one  she  had  established  in  the 
other  village.  He  was  enthusiastic 
about  the  idea,  so  Candace  went  to 
work.  Before  long,  she  had  become 
the  supervisor  for  the  Conche  pro- 
gram, started  programs  in  neighbor- 
ing towns,  then  gone  on  to  supervise 
all  of  the  youth  education  programs  in 
Newfoundland.  In  1974,  after  five 
summers  of  involvement,  she  was 
hired  full-time  by  the  Quebec- 
Labrador  Foundation  to  run  all  of 
their  community  development  pro- 
grams from  Maine  to  Labrador.  "At 
this  point,  I was  heavily  involved  in 
social  work,  but  I was  also  the  staff 
photographer.  I always  had  my  cam- 
era with  me  and  when  anyone  needed 
pictures,  I was  there." 

Progress  was  coming  quickly  to  the 
area  and  Candace  was  its  witness. 
"The  first  summer  I was  there,  they 
had  just  gotten  electricity.  The  second 
summer,  they  had  telephones.  Then 
TV.  Then  the  villagers  wanted  every-

You  know  on  the  water  there's  times  you  get 
scared  fora  while,  eh?

There  used  to  he  a statistics  man  around  here 
for  the  government.  Used  to  come  around  every 
year  askin'  thousands  of  questions.  And  every 
year  he'd  ask  me  the  same  question,  " What  I'd 
he  going  at. " An'  every  year  I'd  tell  him, 
"Fishing/'  Been  the  same  for  thirty  years. 
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thing  that  was  store-bought.  They 
stopped  making  crafts,  they  stopped 
gardening  and  wanted  to  buy  their 
food.  They  had  money  and  were  ex- 
cited that  they  could  spend  it."  Other 
changes  followed.  Wood  stoves  gave 
way  to  oil  stoves,  ice  boxes  and  freez- 
ers became  available  (they  could  now 
freeze  seal  meat  in  the  spring  to  eat  in 
the  fall),  and  just  recently,  the  resi- 
dents began  to  install  indoor  plumb- 
ing. 

Candace  observed  not  only  these 
material  changes,  but  changes  in  the 
people  as  well.  Families  were  starting 
to  drift  apart;  couples  were  separat- 
ing; the  church  began  to  lose  some  of 
its  influence.  Television  became  an 
important  link  to  the  outside  world. 
"The  people  regarded  what  they  saw 
on  the  TV  screen  as  the  norm  in  the 
outside.  Their  favorite  program  was  a 
soap  opera.  The  Edge  of  Night,  and 
they  thought  that  all  the  things  that 
happened  on  the  show  were  a matter 
of  course  in  the  outside."  So,  as  she 
discovered,  progress  had  its  plusses 
and  its  minuses. 

All  along,  Candace  had  thought 
vaguely  about  assembling  her  unique 
photographs  into  some  sort  of  collec- 
tion, but  it  wasn't  until  she  received 
repeated  urgings  from  Bob  Bryan  and 
her  father  that  she  thought  seriously 
about  putting  together  a book.  The 
question  was,  where  to  start?  Though 
Candace  had  had  photographs  pub- 
lished in  magazines  and  books,  nota- 
bly National  Geographic,  Time-Life 
Books,  and  International  Wildlife  maga- 
zine, a book  of  her  own  was  some- 
thing entirely  different.  "How  do  I do 
a book?"  Candace  remembers  think- 
ing. "What's  step  one,  step  two?" 
Step  one,  it  turned  out,  was  to  trans- 
cribe the  tape  recordings  of  oral  his- 


tory and  folklore  she  had  made  in 
Newfoundland.  "I  had  all  these  tapes, 
and  though  it  wasn't  an  original  idea, 
it  seemed  to  fit  the  pictures  best  to 
have  snatches  of  what  the  people  said 
go  with  them." 

As  she  got  more  involved  in  the 
project,  Candace  decided  she  wanted 
to  have  some  help  in  sorting  through 
her  experiences  and  photographic 
impressions.  "I  had  14  years  of  pho- 
tographs, pictures  to  say  almost  ev- 
erything about  the  people's  lives,  but  I 
couldn't  use  them  all.  I needed  to 
separate  the  photographs  that 
showed  the  important  things  about 
the  Newfoundland  experience."  So 
she  contacted  Roger  Page,  a friend 
and  fellow  volunteer  with  the 
Quebec-Labrador  Foundation  to  help 
her  with  the  book.  "He  had  very  simi- 
lar feelings  about  the  people.  He  also 
had  a strong  feeling  for  my  photo- 
graphs, and  could  look  at  them  objec- 
tively." For  the  next  four  months, 
Roger  and  Candace  concentrated  on 
isolating  and  sequencing  the  best 
photographs,  and  worked  on  select- 
ing bits  and  pieces  of  conversation 
from  the  tapes  to  use  as  their  accom- 
paniment. Together,  they  worked  on 
layout  and  design,  and  soon,  the  book 
began  to  take  shape. 

It  was  really  by  a stroke  of  luck  that 
Candace  found  a publisher  for  the 
project.  At  the  outset,  when  Candace 
had  consulted  a family  friend  who 
was  a literary  agent,  he  had  advised 
her  against  trying  to  publish  saying, 
"No  one's  interested  in  Newfound- 
land; it's  too  expensive  a book  to  pro- 
duce; forget  it."  Thinking  the  book 
would  be  a long  haul,  Candace  de- 
cided she  had  better  get  a job  to  sup- 
port herself.  A friend  of  hers  who  had 
done  some  work  for  Addison-Wesley 


Publishers  suggested  she  look  into  the 
job  opportunities  there.  She  met  with 
an  editor,  and  in  the  course  of  that 
interview,  she  talked  about  her  proj- 
ect and  showed  him  a few  photo- 
graphs. Candace  didn't  get  a job,  but 
two  days  later,  the  editor  called  to  tell 
her  that  Addison-Wesley  wanted  to 
publish  her  book.  Executive  Editor 
Byron  Bush  was  assigned  to  the  proj- 
ect, and  his  care  and  expert  guidance 
served  to  make  the  end  product  even 
better.  After  a year  and  a half  of  sort- 
ing photographs,  transcribing  tapes, 
printing  the  pictures,  working  with 
layout  artists  and  production  people, 
and  supervising  the  printing  of  text 
and  cover,  a joyous  Candace  watched 
her  book,  Outport:  Reflections  from  the 
Newfoundland  Coast,  roll  off  the  press- 
es in  September  of  1981.  So  far,  it's 
selling  fairly  well,  and  it  was  even 
picked  as  one  of  the  "Twenty  Best 
Books  to  Buy  for  Christmas"  this  year 
by  The  Boston  Globe. 

Candace  says  that  if  she  ever  does 
another  book,  the  subject  will  be, 
"what  not  to  do  in  the  wilderness." 
That's  because  she's  done  it  all,  from 
getting  caught  in  the  Teton  Moun- 
tains during  a blizzard  with  only 
street  clothes,  a Shetland  sweater, 
and  sneakers  to  almost  getting 
drowned  in  a rafting  trip  down  the  St. 
John  River  in  Maine.  Then  there  was 
the  time  she  and  a friend  travelled  to 
Botswana  to  do  a story  tor  International 
Wildlife.  She  was  photographing  in  a 
national  game  park  and  camping  out 
by  night  with  her  party.  One  night, 
she  was  awakened  by  screams,  and 
when  she  came  to  consciousness,  she 
saw  lions  running  away  from  the 
campsite.  The  man  sleeping  next  to 
her  had  been  badly  mauled.  Not  sur- 
prisingly, Candace's  first  thought  was 
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to  leave  the  area  as  soon  as  possible.  "I 
thought,  is  photography  really  worth 
all  this?”  she  remembers.  But  it  has 
been  her  camera  that  has  given  Can- 
dace the  opportunity  to  travel  to  di- 
verse places  and  see  things  she  might 
not  ordinarily  have  seen.  And,  more 
importantly,  "The  camera  has  been 
my  tool  for  meeting  people  and  get- 
ting them  to  talk  to  me.” 

Though  she  still  telephones  to  the 
people  in  Newfoundland  and  visits 
there,  that  chapter  in  Candace's  life  is 
coming  to  a close.  Now,  she  spends 


her  time  living  outside  of  Boston, 
working  for  Earthwatch,  an  organiza- 
tion devoted  to  sponsoring  scientific 
expeditions  around  the  world.  There, 
besides  acting  as  photo  editor  for  their 
publications,  she  is  working  on  ways 
to  give  young  photographers  the 
chance  to  take  "photographic  jour- 
neys” similar  to  the  ones  she  has 
experienced.  What  lies  ahead?  It 
could  be  another  book,  more  study 
with  photographic  masters,  another 
stint  teaching  photography,  or 
perhaps  more  travel  to  exotic  places. 


But  whatever  the  future  holds,  one 
thing's  certain  — Candace  will  surely 
have  her  camera  with  her.

Throughout  the  years  an  impres- 
sive number  of  Pine  Manor's  alumnae 
have  been  active  in  the  visual  arts. 
From  painters  and  graphic  designers 
to  art  historians  and  curators,  alum- 
nae have  reflected  the  importance  as- 
signed the  study  of  art  at  Pine  Manor. 
Their  testimonies  — successful  gal- 
leries, interior  design  businesses, 
sculptures,  and  colors  on  canvas  — 
can  be  found  in  places  as  distant  as 
Houston  and  Soho. 

In  1981,  a new  B.A.  degree  program 
in  the  Visual  Arts  was  created  at  Pine 
Manor,  further  confirming  the  70- 
year  concern  for  art  education  at  the 
College.  The  program  is  designed  to 
meet  the  needs  of  two  kinds  of  stu- 
dents: women  who  want  to  become 
practicing  artists  or  designers  and 
others  who  plan  to  work  in  related 
fields  (publishing,  arts  management, 
television,  merchandising)  where 
knowledge  of  design  and  drawing 
principles  is  desirable. 

Also  for  the  academic  year  1981  to 
1982,  the  Art  History  B.A.  Program 
was  revised  to  enable  students  to  con- 
centrate in  one  of  three  areas:  the 
History  of  Art  (the  degree's  traditional 
focus);  the  History  of  Interior  Design; 
or  the  History  of  Textiles.  The  two 
new  options  were  made  possible 
through  the  collaboration  of  the  Art 
History  Program  and  Pine  Manor's 
American  Institute  of  Textile  Arts 
(AITA). 

In  the  fall  of  1981,  President  Ashby 
wrote  to  some  of  Pine  Manor's  alum- 
nae in  visual  arts  fields,  asking  them 
to  join  a newly  conceived  Visiting 
Committee  on  Art  History  and  the 
Visual  Arts.  The  President  was  anx- 
ious to  tap  the  special  expertise  of 
alumnae  on  a committee  which  would 


advise  the  College  on  the  develop- 
ment of  its  new  Visual  Arts  B.A.  and 
its  revised  program  in  Art  History.  In 
addition  to  accomplished  alumnae, 
other  professionals  in  the  East  were 
asked  to  contribute  their  help  in  build- 
ing programs  that  would  give 
graduates  a strong  base  for  careers. 

Despite  heavy  snow  on  December 
7,  the  date  set  for  the  Committee's 
first  meeting,  a brave  group  of  mem- 
bers assembled  at  the  College.  Those 
in  attendance  actively  participated  in 
discussions  which  should  help  pro- 
vide direction  for  the  programs. 

The  membership  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  includes  a rich  mix  of  in- 
terests and  backgrounds.  In  the 
museum  field,  four  alumnae  serve  on 
the  Committee:  Marjorie  Bullock, 


A. A.  '65  and  B.A.  '81,  Conservator  of 
Textiles  at  Boston's  Isabella  Stewart 
Gardner  Museum;  Barbara  Brown, 
'60,  Curator  of  Education  at  the  Mil- 
waukee Art  Museum;  Jane  E.  Piper, 
'72,  a Trustee  of  the  St.  Louis  Art 
Museum;  and  Gail  Farfel  Adler,  '60, 
for  10  years  a Trustee  of  the  Contem- 
porary Arts  Museum  in  Houston.  In 
addition,  the  Visiting  Committee  is 
fortunate  to  have  as  a member  Charles 
Hammond,  Director  of  The  Gore 
Place,  an  historical  house  museum 
located  in  Waltham,  Massachusetts. 

In  the  related  area  of  antiques, 
Sarah  B.  Sherrill,  Associate  Editor  of 
The  Magazine  Antiques  in  New  York, 
contributes  her  expertise  to  the  Com- 
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mittee.  Members  Wilmont  M. 
Schwind,  Jr.  and  Arlene  Palmer 
Schwind  own  and  operate  a fine  arts 
and  antiques  business  in  Yarmouth, 
Maine.  Mrs.  Schwind  is  also  a free- 
lance consultant,  lecturer,  and  author 
in  the  fields  of  antique  glass  and 
ceramics,  and  until  recently  she 
served  as  a curator  at  the  Henry  Fran- 
cis duPont  Winterthur  Museum  in 
Delaware.  The  Committee  also  in- 
cludes Karen  Jones,  '74,  who  is  As- 
sistant to  the  Department  Head  of  the 
American  Folk  Art  Department  of 
Sotheby  Parke  Bernet  in  New  York. 

Nathan  Goldstein,  Chairman  of  the 
Foundation  Program  of  Study  at  The 
Art  Institute  of  Boston,  and  Lloyd 
Lillie,  Professor  of  Art  at  Boston  Uni- 
versity, are  among  the  artists  on  the 
Visiting  Committee.  Linda  L.  Hack- 
ed, '59,  is  a photographer  who  has 
taught  at  the  International  Center  of 
Photography  in  New  York,  and  Mary 
ffolliott,  '72,  is  a graphic  designer. 
Margaret  Ferguson  McDowell,  '45, 
has  written  and  illustrated  children's 
books. 

The  Committee  also  includes  two 
professionals  active  in  the  area  of  inte- 
rior design:  Raymond  Chalifour,  Pres- 
ident of  Clark/Chalifour  Interiors,  Inc. 
in  Boston,  and  Cynthia  Rich  (Mrs. 
Everett  P.  Grossman),  '48.  Joan 
Nasher,  '72,  works  in  the  field  of  real 
estate  and  development  with  the 
Nasher  Company  in  Dallas,  and  is 
interested  in  the  application  of  good 
design  to  the  planning  process. 

Pine  Manor  faculty  on  the  Commit- 
tee include  Warren  Maxfield,  Pro- 
gram Coordinator  of  the  B.A.  in  the 
Visual  Arts,  Iso  Papo,  Instructor  in 
Art,  and  Dr.  Rodman  Henry,  Coor- 


dinator of  the  Art  History  B.A. 
Mildred  Davis,  Consulting  Director  of 
the  AITA,  and  Elizabeth  Gilbert,  its 
new  Executive  Director,  are  also  ac- 
tive participants. 

The  Visiting  Committee,  whose 
members  work  in  diverse  fields  and 
articulate  many  points  of  view, 
should  be  a great  resource  to  the  Col- 
lege. 


Dr.  Rod  Henry,  who  found  the 
members  of  the  Committee  at  the  De- 
cember meeting  to  be  “very  en- 
thusiastic about  what  we're  doing  in 
the  arts  at  Pine  Manor,"  looks  forward 
to  further  and  deeper  involvement  on 
their  part.  "They  will  be  very  benefi- 
cial to  our  thinking,"  he  said,  "by 
providing  us  with  new  perspectives."

My  work  is  inspired  by  deep  emotions.  Noth- 
ing attempted  is  casual.  It  would  be  negligent  of 
me  not  to  mention  that  my  greatest  resources 
are  the  children  until  whom  I have  worked  for 
so  many  years . A sense  of  trust  — the  deligh  t in 
accomplishment  — quiet  anger  — timid  hope 
— endless  resignation  — a sense  of  despair  — 
defensive  rivaln/  — compassion  — the  simplic- 
ity of  touching.  It  is  not  apparent  in  my  subject 
matter  that  the  children  “are  always  there," 
but  indeed  they  are.  Perhaps,  for  the  casual 
observer,  it  would  help  to  explain  that  I worked 
for  a number  of  years  almost  entirely  with 
handicapped  and  hospitalized  children.

When  Victoria  Oscarsson  and 
Elizabeth  Hood  Harris  first  met,  they 
discovered  that  they  had  a great  deal 
in  common. 

At  that  meeting,  arranged  by  a 
mutual  friend,  Elizabeth,  a painter, 
told  Victoria  of  her  plan  to  start  an  art 
gallery  and  her  need  of  a Director  for 
the  venture.  Victoria,  at  that  time  the 
Director  of  the  Landmark  Gallery  in 
New  York  City,  listened  with  interest 
— she,  too,  had  dreamed  of  establish- 
ing her  own  gallery,  and  she  had  all 
the  professional  experience  necessary 
to  direct  it. 


As  they  talked  further,  the  two 
women  realized  that  they  both 
wanted  a gallery  that  would  em- 
phasize painting,  particularly  abstract 
work.  They  were  also  enthusiastic 
about  taking  on  “exciting  artists  hid- 
den behind  studio  walls,"  those  who 
had  not  received  the  exposure  they 
deserved.  "Our  first  conversation," 
says  Victoria  Oscarsson,  "resulted  in 
a real  meeting  of  minds."  So  much  so 
that  two  and  a half  weeks  later  they 
formed  a partnership,  and  just  six 
months  after  that,  in  September  of 
1980,  the  Oscarsson  Hood  Gallery 


opened  at  41  West  57th  Street  in  Man- 
hattan. 

It  wasn't  until  months  later,  how- 
ever, that  the  two  women  discovered 
quite  by  accident  that  they  had  some- 
thing else  in  common:  they  both  had 
attended  Pine  Manor  College, 
Elizabeth  as  a member  of  the  class  of 
1960,  and  Victoria  in  the  class  of  1971. 

Since  they  joined  talents  and  inter- 
ests just  a short  time  ago,  the  two 
alumnae  have  succeeded  in  creating  a 
well  respected  New  York  gallery.  "We 
had  a terrific  first  year,"  says  Victoria. 
"The  gallery,"  adds  Elizabeth,  "has 
been  a really  good  critical  success.  A 
lot  of  reviews  and  articles  in  maga- 
zines such  as  Art  in  America  and  Arts 
Magazine  have  been  written  about  our 
artists  — even  more  than  we  could 
have  hoped  for." 

The  Oscarsson  Hood  Gallery  works 
with  about  twelve  artists  on  a perma- 
nent basis.  During  their  first  year, 
Victoria  and  Elizabeth  made  eighty 
trips  to  studios  to  look  at  the  work  of 
promising  artists,  and  the  people  they 
exhibit  today  reflect  their  shared 
tastes.  "Ours  is  a system  of  checks 
and  balances,"  says  Victoria.  "We 
must  agree  on  the  work  of  an  artist 
before  we  take  him  or  her  on,"  she 
says,  adding  that  the  two  women 
rarely  disagree.  "We  are  particularly 
interested  in  the  quality  of  the  work," 
she  says.  "It  is  important  to  us  how 
the  materials  of  the  medium  are  han- 
dled." 

Some  of  the  painters  they  represent 
are  Carol  Haerer,  from  Vermont;  Paul 
Brown,  a Boston  native  who  has 
taught  at  Brandeis;  and  Thornton  Wil- 
lis, a highly  respected  established  art- 
ist. Other  artists  include  George

Mayocole,  Louise  Fishman,  Guy 
Goodwin,  Marsha  Pels,  Jay  Milder, 
Jackie  Brookner,  and  Dona  Nelson. 

Most  of  the  artists  the  gallery  han- 
dles are  what  Elizabeth  calls  “paint- 
erly painters,"  meaning  that  they  use 
heavy  paint  and  work  in  an  abstract 
style.  “The  gallery  strongly  upholds 
the  importance  of  abstract  painting  in 
mature  artists  and  emerging  talent," 
says  Victoria,  “though  we  show 
realism,  too."  Recent  shows  have  also 
included  the  work  of  two  sculptors. 
The  gallery  features  a new  one-person 
exhibit  every  month  — showing 
works  selected  by  the  Oscarsson- 
Hood  team. 

In  addition  to  its  permanent  artists, 
the  gallery  shows  people  by  invita- 
tion. Most  of  these  shows  (several  a 


year)  are  group  exhibitions  organized 
around  a certain  subject  or  theme  — 
two  recent  ones  were  “Color:  Four 
Painters"  and  “The  New  Spiritu- 
alism." 

“Our  1981  Painting  Invitational  was 
a very  strong  show  with  eleven  art- 
ists," says  Victoria.  “And  The  New 
Spiritualism'  was  very  exciting.  I 
came  up  with  an  idea  for  the  show, 
invited  sixteen  artists  around  the 
theme,  approached  a writer  to  do  an 
article,  and  then  had  one  of  the  two 
museums  I had  found  for  the  show  to 
travel  to  publish  a catalogue.  When 
one  has  pulled  a show  like  this  to- 
gether from  scratch,  all  the  hard  work, 
organization,  and  endless  details 
bring  great  satisfaction." 


On  a day  to  day  basis  at  the  Os- 
carsson Hood  Gallery  there  is  an 
enormous  amount  of  work  to  be  done: 
organizing  and  installing  exhibits,  ar- 
ranging for  group  shows  to  travel, 
finding  new  clients.  Most  of  these 
functions  are  handled  by  Victoria, 
who  is  aided  by  a full-time  assistant. 
“Involvement  in  the  art  world  re- 
quires virtually  24  hours  a day,"  she 
says.  “The  public  relations  is  almost 
as  demanding  as  the  work  in  the  of- 
fice. But  I enjoy  it.  You  have  to.  It's 
essential  that  you  are  out  there  pass- 
ing on  to  others  what  you  are  doing." 

Victoria's  professional  and  educa- 
tional background  prepared  her  well 
for  her  responsibilities  at  the  gallery. 
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"The  art  world  is  energetic,  competitive,  forceful,  and  demanding,  a 
powerful  arena,  an  ever-growing  network.  It  is  an  ongoing  challenge, 
even  an  adventure,  to  successfully  establish  one's  marketplace." 
Victoria  Oscarsson,  '71. 


She  studied  Art  History  at  Pine 
Manor,  where,  she  emphasizes,  all 
her  teachers  were  excellent.  She  re- 
members Dorothy  Preston  in  particu- 
lar, who,  she  says,  "literally  did  a 
dance  in  front  of  the  paintings.  For 
me,  the  Art  History  training  at  Pine 
Manor,"  she  comments,  "was  ten 
times  better  than  that  at  Trinity,"  the 
college  she  attended  next.  However, 
she  did  enjoy  the  Trinity  Rome  Cam- 
pus Program  which  enabled  her  to 
study  Italian  and  Art  History  for  six 
months  during  her  Senior  year. 

From  Trinity,  Victoria  went  to  Lon- 
don to  participate  in  a nine-month 
training  program  at  Sotheby's,  and 
she  remained  in  England  for  several 
years.  During  much  of  that  time  she 
worked  for  a private  art  dealer, 
Richard  Nathanson,  who  handled

twentieth  century  masters  as  well  as 
contemporary  artists.  She  was 
Nathanson's  right  hand  person:  her 
tasks  ranged  from  finding  clients  and 
running  the  office  to  making  trips  to 
the  States. 

A lack  of  further  opportunities  in 
London's  art  world  drove  Victoria 
back  to  the  United  States,  where  a 
great  opportunity  soon  opened  up  for 
her.  In  1977  she  became  the  Director 
of  the  Landmark  Gallery  in  Soho.  "It 
was  a terrific  job,"  she  says.  "I  had  the 
responsibility  for  doing  everything 
but  selecting  the  exhibitors."  As  she 
solicited  clients,  set  up  shows,  and 
gave  presentations  to  art  consultants 
and  collectors,  Victoria  quickly 
learned  "who  was  who"  in  the  New 
York  art  world  — an  education  that 
proves  valuable  to  her  now  as  Director 
of  the  Oscarsson  Hood. 

Elizabeth  Hood  Harris  has  a differ- 
ent history  and  plays  a quieter,  less 
public  role  in  the  gallery's  operations. 
When  she  was  at  Pine  Manor,  she 
says,  she  was  more  interested  in  liter- 
ature than  in  painting.  But  soon  after 
leaving  the  College,  she  began  to 
paint  seriously.  She  went  to  New 
York,  where  she  studied  at  the  Art 
Students'  League,  and  has  continued 
to  devote  herself  to  her  art  in  that  city 
for  the  last  15  years. 

As  the  backer  of  the  gallery, 
Elizabeth  spends  a half  to  one  full  day 
each  week  in  the  gallery  going  over 
business.  And,  of  course,  she  makes 
the  studio  visits  with  Victoria  to  view 
new  artists  and  select  the  work  they 
will  exhibit.

"I  enjoy  the  contact  with  all  the 
artists,"  says  Elizabeth.  "It's  exciting 
to  see  a new  show  go  up  every  month. 
And  it  is  wonderful  to  see  artists  you 
really  believe  in  being  noticed,  artists 
who  otherwise  wouldn't  have  had  an 
opportunity  to  show." 

The  partnership  of  Victoria  Os- 
carsson, '71,  and  Elizabeth  Hood  Har- 
ris, '60,  is  one  that  continues  to  bring 
satisfaction  as  well  as  exciting  chal- 
lenges to  both  of  these  Pine  Manor 
alumnae.  "The  art  world,"  says  Vic- 
toria, "is  energetic,  competitive, 
forceful,  and  demanding,  a powerful 
arena,  an  ever-growing  network.  It  is 
an  ongoing  challenge,  even  an  adven- 
ture, to  successfully  establish  one's 
marketplace." 
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Yale  Russian 
Chorus 

On  November  15th,  Pine  Manor 
was  treated  to  a performance  by  the 
world-renowned  Yale  Russian 
Chorus.  The  concert,  held  in 
Ellsworth  Hall,  was  attended  by  200 
students,  faculty  members,  and  resi- 
dents of  the  surrounding  area. 

The  25- voice,  all  male  group  com- 
posed of  Yale  students  and  alumni 
has  toured  Russia  eight  times  and 
performed  in  numerous  European 
countries  as  well  as  throughout  the 
United  States.  They  have  been 
awarded  prizes  in  several  interna- 
tional choral  competitions. 

The  Chorus,  whose  repertoire 
spans  the  musical  traditions  of  the 
nations  of  the  U.S.S.R.,  performed  a 
selection  of  Orthodox  sacred  music, 
soldiers'  marches  and  folk  songs  at 
the  Pine  Manor  concert. 

Before  the  concert,  a Russian  ban- 
quet was  held  in  the  College's  refec- 
tory. This  spread,  featuring  such  del- 
icacies as  herring  in  sour  cream, 
piroshkis  and  golumpkis,  was  orga- 
nized by  the  Pine  Manor  International 
Club.

Groundbreaking 

One  of  the  College's  most  eagerly 
anticipated  events  took  place  on 
November  23rd  — the  groundbreak- 
ing ceremony  for  Pine  Manor's  new 
gymnasium.  On  a chilly  Monday  af- 
ternoon, approximately  100  members 
of  the  administration,  faculty,  and 
student  body,  plus  invited  guests 
gathered  at  the  site  for  this  historic 
occasion. 

After  a few  opening  remarks.  Pres-

The  15,000  square  foot  structure 
will  house  a full-length  basketball 
court  and/or  tennis  courts,  two 
volleyball/badminton  courts,  wom- 
en's and  men's  locker  room  and 
shower  facilities,  and  faculty  office 
space.

Learning  Resource 
Center  Opened 

The  Learning  Resource  Center,  a 
new  facility  that  will  offer  a variety  of 
programs  to  students,  was  opened  on 
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January  25,  1982.  Seed  money  for  the 
Center  was  donated  by  Trustee  Ed- 
ward L.  Anthony  and  Mrs.  Anthony, 
parents  of  Victoria,  '81. 

The  Center  is  designed  to  provide 
three  types  of  services.  First,  for  stu- 
dents who  are  experiencing  academic 
difficulty,  special  help  will  be  offered 
in  reading,  writing,  study  and  math 
skills.  Two  part-time  tutors,  student 
volunteers,  and  members  of  the 
Communication  Skills  faculty  will  be 
available  to  assist  students  in  these 
areas. 

Students  who  desire  additional 
academic  challenges  can  participate  in 
the  Center's  enrichment  program.  In 
this  program,  a student  interested  in  a 
particular  area  of  study  will  be  paired 
with  a faculty  member  with  knowl- 
edge of  the  field. 

The  Center  will  also  offer  a faculty 
development  component  utilizing 
workshops  and  individual  consulta- 
tion to  help  refine  teaching  styles. 

The  part-time  Director  of  the  Learn- 
ing Resource  Center  is  Alice  Stalker. 
A Ph.D.  candidate  at  the  University  of 
Georgia,  Ms.  Stalker  has  received  an 
M.A.  degree  in  Reading  from  Atlanta

gree in  English  was  awarded  from 
D'Youville  College.
